".When you're c r a w l i n g 


" .around and you, hear babies 


pleading, and you can't find 


**" them-It hurts/' said L. F. Red- 


wine, who 'Works nearby and 
plunged into the shattered build- 
ing to help rescue the children, 


Fire Chief J. P, Nunn said the 


explosion occurred after the op- 
erator of a bulldozer struck a 
gas line in front of the building, 
The escaping gas filled the 
basement of the nursery and 
was apparently ignited by a 
water heater flame or other 
spark, Nunn said. 


Nunn was at his home in the 


same block as the nursery when 
he heard the explosion.

, Police said the nursery man- 
ager, Mrs. J. M. Gardner, 50, of 
Hapeville, died In the naming 
building after going back inside 
to try to evacuate the children.

The. children were taking their 


daily nap when the gas line was 
broken, a nursery 
employe, 


Mrs. Willie Lee Reeds, said. 
Employes started taking one 
group of. children to an adjoin- 
ing house, then the explosion 
came. 


Police said about 45 children 


and adults were in the one-story 
wooden frame building when the 
explosion came at 2 p.m. 


Frantic parents rushed to the 


scene as soon as they heard 
news of the explosion. Most 
.were young, apparently working 
people. 
,v. About 300 people lined the 
street by the smoking ruins, as 
firemen 
and , police 
sifted 


through the wreckage for five 
hours searching for bodies. 


For more than an hour, a 


driving rain made the search 
more difficult. 


A dozen or so persons, mostly 


,- children, were treated at hospi- 
: tals and three were admitted.

Decline in 
Number of 
War Dead 
SAIGON (Ai>) - The number 


of American servicemen killed 
In Vietnam went down last 
week, 
although more were 


wounded than In the previous 
two heavy'loss weeks, the U.S. 
Command announced today. 


It said that 426 Americans 


were killed in the week ending 
Saturday and 2,687 were wound- 
ed, Of the wounded, 1,419 re- 
quired hospitalizatton a^ the 
other 1,268 were treated J!id re- 
turned to action. The two pre- 
vious weeks of intense fighting 
near ..Saigon and_along the de- 
militarized 
zone resulted in 


record numbers of Americans 
slain 
in weekly counts—562 


killed in the week ending May 
11 and 549 the following week. 


The wounded for those two 


weeks, however, were 2,225 and 
2,282. 


South Vietnamese Army head- 


quarters also announced that 
casualties among government 
troops were down despite the 
continuing fight around Saigon. 
It listed 340 killed, 1,151 wound- 
ed and 24 missing last week 
compared 
to 475 killed, 1,476 


wounded and 71 missing the 
preceding week. 


The 
allied 
command an- 


nounced that 2,550 enemy sol- 
diers were killed last week—less 
then half the number slain the 
week before. The U.S.-Viet- 
namese command said 5,348 
Viet 
Cong and North Viet- 


namese soldiers were killed in 
the week ending May 18, updat- 
ing that figure from the 4,765 re- 
ported last Thursday. 


The U.S. Command, tabulat- 


ing U.S. and enemy casualties 
from Jan. 1, 1961, through May 
25, 1968, gave these figures:

— A member of the University 
of Arkansas faculty said today 
that a group of individuals, in- 
eluding himself, would walk out 
of the commencement exercis- 
es here Saturday when an hon- 
orary degree is conferred on 
Vice President Hubert Hum- 
phrey. 


Jeffrey G. Shapiro, an assist- 


ant professor of research and 
training at the university, made 
the statement, He said the per- 
sons who walk out will not be 
connected with any group. 


Shapiro said it would probab- 


ly be a "small group" that 
would walk out. 


An antiwar group composed 


of students and faculty mem. 
bers 
plans 
to demonstrate 


against Humphrey Saturday. 


The group, called Citizens 


Concerned About Vietnam, said 
Us demonstration would be sim- 
ilar to the silent vigils it has 
been holding every Wednesday 
for months near the U of A 
campus In protest of the war. 


"We demonstrate to show our 


concern over this tragic war," 
the group said In a rnemeo- 
graphed bulletin. "We demon- 
strate to remind ourselves that 
Mr. Humphrey is no ordinary 
visitor. Mr. Humphrey is one of 
the prime spokesmen for the 
Johnson administration's war 
policies."

stration would be "silent and 
nondisrupHve" and would begin 
at 1 p.m.

"We have been having battles

"We beat the pants off them"

The Teamsters, despite its

workers than Wurf's union.

True Dislocation 
Of Knee Is Uncommon 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What would cause a per- 


son's bones to go out of joint? 
First it was my shoulder, then 
my knee and then my ankle. 


A—A dislocation o c c u r s 


when a long bone is forced 
into an unnatural position and 
the joint capsule tears, allow- 
ing the bone to leave the 
joint. True dislocation of the 
knee is rare, but locking of 
this joint due to a torn knee 
cartilage is common and is 
often erroneously called dis- 
location of the knee. If you 
are an accident-prone person, 
you should learn to relax 
when you fall, like a profes- 
sional tumbler, or avoid rough 
sports. 


Q—My husband has water

These 
include keeping the knee ele- 
vated and applying ice bags 
for two or three days, with- 
drawing the fluid and inject- 
ing hydrocortisone into the 
joint or, in c h r o n i c cases 
(those of at least three years' 
d u r a t i o n ) , injecting a col- 
loidal radioactive gold solu- 
tion. 


Q—What are the symptoms 


of a torn cartilage in the 
knee? What is the best treat- 
ment for it? 


A—A torn cartilage in the 


knee will cause intermittent 
attacks of locking of the joint, 
pain and an accumulation of 
fluid in the joint. X-ray films 
are negative because they do 
not show soft p a r t s (skin, 
blood vessels, nerves, tendons, 
muscles and cartilage). Once 
torn, a cartilage rarely heals 
and the only cure is surgical 
removal of the torn fragment. 
Whether this needs to be done 
or not depends on how much 
trouble the knee is giving you 
and how well you can manage 
with ice packs, rest and pro- 
tective bandaging. 


Q—During an operation (ar- 


t h r o d e s i s), a screw was 
placed in my ankle bone. How 
can 1 tell when the screw 
should be removed? If some 
pain returns, would this be 
caused by the screw? 


A—Arthrodesis is a surgical 


freezing or immobilizing of a 
joint. When a screw is driven 
into a bone, it is often left 
there for life. Any decision to 
remove it should be left up to 
your surgeon. Pain in the 
ankle following this operation

No Housing 
Standouts 
Necessary

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


plywood-and-plastic shanties of 
Resurrection City meet no hous- 
ing standards of Washington, 
D.C., but the Interior Depart- 
ment says they don't have to. 


The 15-acre tract of mucky, 


rain-soaked land near the Lin- 
coln Memorial belongs to the 
federal government, not the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


Interior's National Park Serv- 


ice issued a permit to the Poor 
People's Campaign to use the 
site. It acted under the 1916 law 
that created the Park Service 
and gave it authority to "grant 
privileges, leases, and permits 
for the use of land for the ac- 
commodation of visitors .".." 


The permit is not for camp- 


ing-out on national park land, 
however. It was issued under 
the regulations covering "pa- 
rades and public gatherings." 
The 
Park Service in effect 


views Resurrection City as a 
demonstration, not a campsite. 


When asked whether the cited 


regulations allow the construc- 
tion of acres of A-frame shel- 
ters, Bernard R. Meyer, assist- 
ant solicitor for the Interior De- 
partment, said the Park Service 
has such discretion. 


The only building permit re- 


quired, Meyer said, was the 
demonstration permit issued. 


The District of Columbia's 


public affairs officer, Sam East- 
man, verified that Washington's 
building code, 
health rules, 


truancy laws and welfare regu- 
lations do not apply on the fed- 
eral site. 


"Our role is to watch the op- 


eration and if something devel- 
ops that affects the community 
— a health, fire, safety or police 
problem-to take steps," East- 
man said.

Prison Form 
Practices 
Attacked 


LITTLE KUCK (AV)*»- Board 


of Correction Chairman John 
Haley of 
Little 
Rock said 


Wednesday that the bills being 
considered by the legislature 
would give the Department of 
Corrections about $275,000 less 
than what is needed to "just 
hold our own," 


Haley presented 
a gloomy 


picture of the prison system's 
financial situation at a meeting 
of the board following his ap- 
pearance in both houses of the 
legislature. 


Haley said the amended bills 


under consideration would give 
the department $700,000 from 
the 
governor's 
contingency 


fund, $211,000 by transferring 
construction funds to operating 
funds and $112,000 from the sale 
of rice cooperative certificates 
until the end of the biennlum. 


Haley told the board that with 


only that amount of money the 
department would be unable to 
fund its proposed prison indus- 
try program and would be un- 
able to hire anyone for its pa- 
role staff, 


In the House, Haley said that 


legislative cuts in the depart- 
ment's request would force the 
prison system to reduce the 
number of civilian employes. 
The previous special legislative 
session authorized the prison to 
Increase its number of civilian 
employes from 35 to 114 and 
the department increased the 
number to 107. Haley said it 
might have to cut back as low 
as 57. 


The farming practices at 


Tucker Prison Farm last year 
under the direction of Thomas 
0. Murton also came in for 
some criticism in the House. 


Haley said that the rice crop 


at Tucker was a disaster bu( 
denied that It was Murton's 
fault. He said It was due to the 
cancellation of a management 
contract with the Hartz Seed Co. 
of Stuttgart. Haley blamed Rep. 
G. W. Turner of Pine Bluff for 
the cancellation. 


Turner sponsored a resolution 


which was adopted in the reg- 
ular session of the legislature 
last year which led to an at- 
torney general's opion that the 
contract was illegal. 


Several representatives ques- 


tioned Haley sharply about why 
the board had been spending be- 
yond its Income. Haley said that 


;the board believed that the, 
General Assembly would want 
to continue with the reform pro- 
gram and would provide addi- 
tional money at the special ses- 
sion.
